Group IV, claim(s) 56, 58, 60 and 63, drawn to a kit/apparatus. 



The inventions listed as Groups I, II, III and IV do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: Groups II, III and IV lack the 
special technical feature of Group I which requires a reflectivity of more than 40% at 700 nm to 
air at 200 °C for at least an hour. Group II lacks the special technical features of Group III in that 
it does not require the solution required by Group III. Group IV lacks the special technical 
features of Groups I, II and III in that the specific article composition/reflectance and/or method 
steps of these groups are not required. In addition, the special technical features of the kit of 
Group IV is not required for Groups I, II and III. Furthermore, unity of invention is lacking as 
evidenced by reference Dl (Bogush et al.) of the written opinion of the International Search 
Report (incorporated) since the claims fail to define a contribution over the cited reference and 
therefore the claims lack a special technical feature. 
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Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include (i) an 
election of a species or invention to be examined even though the requirement may be traversed 
(37 CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims encompassing the elected invention.
